It was an unusual day, inside the warehouse filled with 
flurries of clay, glass, metal, carboard, wire, wood works... 
all comprising my judging of ceramics, sculpture and 
mixed media. Outside, there were flurries of snow. But 
the hundreds of works held their own warmth and com¬ 
fort, with energetic talents trying hard to be good; some¬ 
times, better than that. 

The judges had much to decide on instinct. We knew the 
national entries were already winners, but new awards had 
to be made and, finally, an even more select exhibition 
was needed for display at the Corcoran Gallery of Art. In 
my three sections it would have been easy to allow a show 
many times larger. The ceramics were especially strong, 
with mixed media and sculpture adding all kinds of suprises. 
But, when in doubt, I focused on curating the specific 
exhibition, with an overview of each section as an aesthetic 


experience, comprised of color, form and concept. I worried 
about what it could and should tell the general public, or 
further inspire high school students and, finally, what might 
it demonstrate to those in our own advanced college of art. 

Our nation’s growing talents cannot be taken for granted 
and we should always worry about ways to encourage 
continued vitality in literature and the visual arts. Yet, I 
must say, our brusque encounter with the expressive 
works of these many talented students gave me great hope 
for the future.

I’ve been sitting in silence for several miles now, uncertain of 
where to begin. My life hasn’t actively embodied my self; no single 
incident could provide insight into my character. The everyday 
events that have significance for me are intellectual, usually fleeting 
unless I trap them between the pale blue lines of my journal. 

So the only story I have to tell is an uneventful one. It takes place 
here, on a mountain highway between home and Tennessee. 

Some latent, conformist muse instructs me to begin with the 
scenery, but it’s frightfully dull for mountains. The trees are a 
uniform brown, broken by an intermittent flash of yellow too rare 
to improve the view, too common to possess any singular beauty. 
Mom told me that last weekend, when I stayed home, the trees 
were stunnning. By the next time I come they will be bare, 
assuming the stark elegance of winter. This week, though, they 
can do nothing but bore me. And I desperately need a distraction.... 

Writing here in the silence is an alien experience, so estranged 
from composing at my desk. It isn’t in fact silence — the air and 
the engines join in a perpetual, muted roar; but I feel silence and 
stillness nevertheless. Perhaps my choice of essay was better 
informed than I thought: this is a fitting metaphor of me. Hurtling 
at unimaginable speed through a landscape, observing and even 
participating in my course, but too briefly to be caught by 
anything but the measured pace of my thoughts filling space: it’s 
almost allegorical. 
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Ask any sixteen year old girl how it feels to be a teenager and 
chances are, she’ll admit it isn’t easy. What makes it so much worse 
is being female. Growing up, I never considered the double 
standards that exist in our society and start when we’re young. 

I never considered myself a feminist. Until now. 

When I was young, I did what most girls did — play Barbie. 

I had Barbie clothes, Barbie houses, Barbie furniture. Meanwhile, 
my brother played with Legos and Transformers. In retrospect, 
this is when the whole repression begins. We girls are taught from 
the age of five what perfection is — top heavy, tiny waist and a 
tall, lithe body. This is when girls begin to obsess with “looking 
pretty” and feeling desirable. Adults have a tendency to add to 
our preoccupation with looks by constantly remarking on a little 
girl’s appearance (“oh, she’s so cute”) while little boys are 
complimented on triumphs (“wow, did you build that all by 
yourself?”). Girls are taught to emulate Barbie because she is, after 
all, an icon, a role model, a symbol of female ambition, even 
though she doesn’t have a job. So while I was dressing up my Barbie 
doll (who happens to be an anatomically impossible 38-24-36), 
my brother was building things with Legos and pretending to be 
He-Man, toys that nurtured creativity and the notion, “You can 
be anything you damn well please.” Sassy had an article on “How 
to Fight Sexism” that observed that “even today, if you look at 
Saturday morning TV, all the commercials aimed at little girls are 
for dolls and products that will encourage them to rely on their 
looks or their ability to take care of other people. Boys, on the 
other hand, are lured with macho action figurines, fast cars, and 
Nintendo...” (Sassy, December 91)....
